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Merging CPA Data Files 



The merge function combines the check data from two files by merging the 
transaction data from the "Merge from" file into the "Merge into" file. An output 
file will be created which includes all transactions and whose balance is calcu- 
lated by adjusting the balance from the "Merge into" file for the transactions from 
the "Merge from" file. The original contents of the "Merge into" file and the 
"Merg e from" file will remain unchanged. 
jNoteT| The account names in both files must be the same. 



Example: Below is the procedure for merging the transaction data from 
"CHECK2" into "CHECK1 " and creating the output file 
"MERGE". "CHECK1" contains data for check date 03/01/94 
through 03/31/94 and "CHECK2" contains the data for check 
date 04/01/94 through 04/30/94.

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Creating QIF File 



CPA CHECK, CARD and CASH data can be imported into Quicken. 

CPA data can be converted to Quicken data (QIF File), then imported into 

Quicken. 

The money transactions can be managed by Quicken. 



Example: To convert the ALL to Quicken data as file name "QKN. QIF": 
The bank account is "FIRST", 
ALL includes "FIRST" and "SECOND" accounts, 
and the data ranges from 03/01/94 to 03/31/94.
